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Rush County Added To 
Tornado Disaster Listing

Disaster relief centers catered 
to tornado victims today after 
a 
weekend 
of 
rehabilitation 
work and an indicated revised 
Indiana death toll of 44. 


Centers were in operation at 
Madison and Monticello, com­ 
munities hard hit by five lines 
of twisters that swept the state 
last Wednesday in the worst 
such state disaster since 1965. 
They also operated on a full 
basis 
at 
Rochester, 
Angola, 
New Albany, New Castle, and 
Tell City, and federal officials 
augmented state personnel at 
most of the centers. 
Meanwhile, Governor Bowen 
asked federal officials to de­ 
clare 14 more counties as dis­ 
aster areas, bringing the total 
to 37 Washington officials pre­ 
viously designated 23 Hoosier 
counties as disaster areas. 
The latest counties requested 
to be aded to the list were 
Adams, Dearborn, Floyd, Hunt­ 
ington, 
Jennings, 
Lawrence, 
Marshall, P u l a s k i , Ripley, 
Rush, 
Scott, 
Shelby, 
Switzer­ 
land and Wells. 
Seeks Grant 
Bowen also asked the Office 
of 
Economic 
Opportunity 
in 
Washington for a $1.4 million 
grant to provide services to dis­ 
aster communities in such areas 
as 
transportation, 
food 
and 
medicine, 
counseling 
services 
and day care centers. 
At Lafayete, Joseph Kisser,

Six persons were 
riding in the bus when the Mon­ 
ticello tornado lifted 
it and 
hurled it into the stream. Only 
one of five girls in the vehicle 
escaped.

During the weekend, 
police 
removed the name of Richard 
Schuller, 70, Stroh, from the 
fatality list Schuller had been 
listed 
as killed in LaGrange 
County. 
Born Prematurely 
To offset the Schuller name 
removal, the list was given a 
new name, a baby girl born 
prematurely to a Henry County 
woman injured by a tornado in 
the Kennard area. Mrs. Terry 
Stephens, 
Knightstown, 
gave 
birth and the baby died soon 
afterward. The death certificate 
listed the cause of the mother’s 
tornado injuries.

Prediction by the weather people that Indiana would be visited by 
rain and possible snow showers turned out to be the 
understatement of the spring when heavy snow descended on the 
city and county today, causing a rash of automobile accidents and 
closing the Rushville Consolidated Schools.

W ith world tra d e and w orld m ark ets 
becom ing m ore and more a p a rt of 
A g ricu ltu ral U nited S tates, C ongress is 
considering conforming to world m easure­ 
m ents and the International Metric System. 
The only m ajor country’ at the present time 
that counts in inches, yards and acres in us. 
If we do adopt the International Metric 
System then we will learn to m easure in 
term s of m illim eters, cen tim eters, kilo­ 
m eters, and kilograms, etc. Druggists and 
physicians have used the m etric system for 
years but it has never been adopted by the 
school system. . .or industry. . .or the farm ­ 
ers. 
This system will not only change the 
method of m easurem ents for farm ers but for 
m echanics, the h ard w are industry, the 
dimensions of buildings, etc. However a 
careful study has concluded that there is no 
other system of measurement that can match 
the simplicity of the metric system. 
Instead of basing our m easurem ents in 
powers of 2 and 12, and fractions, all will be 
based on units of ten. Once you get on to it, it 
will be easy 
The government does not intend to change 
thinking overnight so for the next few years 
we will continue thinking in terms of acres, 
inches, and yards. .Some states are already 
teaching the metric system in their schools. 
Since we are unaccustomed to thinking in 
terms of metric, it is interesting to think 
comparisons. 
Druggist use gram measurements 
that 
is about the weight of a paper clip. A liter is a 
little more than a quart of liquid m easure. It 
takes about five liters to make a teaspoon. 
A m eter is a little longer than a yardstick. A 
centim eter is the width of a paper clip. 
A kilometer is a little more than half a mile 
and a hectare is approximately 2 4 acres. 
A kilogram is slightly heavier than two 
pounds and a metric ton adds 200 pounds to 
the American ton. 
Maybe the above makes the new system 
even more confusing but it does give a 
comparison and a approximate method of 
m aking comparisons. We already use the 
m etric system in telling tim e and in 
electricity. Most hospitals use a therm om eter 
that registers centigrade. This means that 
w ater freezes at zero degrees and boils at 100 
degrees. 
The farmers, however, will find that using 
the m etric system really does m ean 
change. Instead of rods of fence it will be 
m eters of fence. And the farms will be sold 
not in acres of land but in hectares of land. It 
will be a long tim e before this change over 
comes and certainly the farm change will be 
slo w .. .if ever. No real estate deeds will be 
rewritten because of any change. Possibly 
when a sale is m ade and the land is surveyed, 
then the new deed may also record the land in 
m etric system as well as acres. 
If and when this system goes into effect, 
farm ers will have to think metric in only 
three basic ways. Grams will represent 
weight, m eters length, and liters for volume. 
No farm equipment will need to be replaced 
because it burns gallons of gasoline instead of 
liters There are handy conversion tables to 
do the figuring. And the government expects 
it to be 10 years before the public readjusts its 
thinking of measuring length, liquids, and 
weights with the metric system. The Ohio 
Highway is now putting up road signs with 
distances m arked in kilometers. . . so it looks 
like it will be only a m atte r of tim e 
here. . and when it does com e, it will 
probably be accepted by all w ith the thought 
of “why didn't someone think of using this 
system here before?”

Amnesty Board was appointed 
and 
heard 
some 
15,805 
in­ 
dividual 
cases, 
judging 
each 
upon 
its 
own 
merit. 
Upon 
recommendation of the Board, 
President 
Harry 
S. 
Truman 
gave complete pardons to 1,523 
draft dodgers and conditional 
pardons 
to 
1,518 
additional. 
Over 12,000 did not merit such 
tr e a t m e n t . Individual con­ 
sideration of the cases found 
nearly half of the men involved 
were 
wanted, 
for 
murder,, 
robbery, desrtion of families, 
or 
were 
involved 
in 
other 
serious crimes. 
When we dear the docket of 
the 
thousands of 
missing in 
action, cases, it will be time to' 
take up the question of am­ 
nesty. Even then, it must be 
on. an individual case basis, and 
provide for a period of alternate 
service. 
Until 
this 
time, 
no 
individual is without a remedy. 
He can return, face the music, 
and have his day in court under 
our present system.. 
Legislative bodies c o u 
I d 
do a better job if they did not 
have to continually reconsider 
old 
isues. 
Few questions are 
ever completely resolved, and 
never die. .After darkening the 
legislative halls for more than 
25 years without success, you 
would 
think 
someone 
would 
catch on to the fact that the 
United States does not need, nor 
dues it want approval of the 
Genocide Treaty. 
Old treaties never die, and 
it remains an annual battle with 
a constant threat to our liber­ 
ties.

Still Need For 
Conservation, 
Says New Chief 


1NDIANAOLIS 
( U P I ) - 
Thomas Kibler, Indiana’s new 
energy chief, says the need for 
'Conservation remains, although 
the worst of the fuel crisis is 
apparently over. 
Kibler, a prominent Indianap­ 
olis businessman, was appointed 
by Governor Bowen Friday as 
chairman of the Governor’s En­ 
ergy Committee. 
Kibler, for 20' years an offi­ 
cer of the W.D. Kibler Truck­ 
ing Co., Indianaplis, succeed­ 
ed Robert C. Morris, one of five 
Indianapolis men killed Jan. 10 
in a private plane crash at Jack­ 
sonville, Fla., International Air­ 
port. 
Bowen’s adm inistrative assis­ 
tant, William Watt, has served 
as interim energy chairman. 
Kibler will also be the state’s 
fuel allocation officer said, “Indi­ 
ana has been fortunate compar­ 
ed to other states. This largely 
is due to the foresight of the 
governor and his administration 
in preparing for contingencies 
imposed by 'the national energy 
crisis.” 
The Wheaton School of Fi­ 
nance graduate told a news con­ 
ference in Bowen’s Statehouse 
office, “The Federal allocation 
programs are in the process of 
still another revision. It w i l l 
continue to involve the states, 
while the general fuel situation 
seems to' have eased, problems 
remain. 
“The need for conservation re­ 
mains 
evident,” 
Kibler 
said. 
“The states, Indiana a m o n g 
them, have pressed for full allo­ 
cations for agriculture. That is 
the intent of the Federal Ener­ 
gy Office, but there are many 
practical 
problems 
associated 
with meeting farm fuel needs.” 
Kibler, a destroyer squadron 
staff operations officer during 
World War II, said, “ It is now 
time for restructuring for the 
long haul in order that we might 
identify and solve a broad range 
of ene.rgy-assoc.iMed problems.” 
He said the energy 'Conuni.tr 
tee membership will be expand­ 
ed and announced the creation 
of an executive committee with 
in it.

dealerships in this country and 
more than just a few are in

trouble, 
because

An official of the National 
Automobile Dealers Association 
estim ates as many as 48,000 of 
the 800,000 employes of these 
imported and domestic dealer­ 
ships have already lost their 
jobs. As many as 1,000 dealers 
could be bankrupt by the end of 
the year, he said. 
The reason, 
says 
Reed T. 
Draper. 
chairman 
of 
the 
N ADA’s 
government 
relations 
committee, is the government 
itself. 
“Frightened Consumer” 
Draper 
said

only,” Dr. Goodrick points out, 
adding th at you should always 
f o l l o w the directions on 
hangtags and perm anent care 
labels. 
You can choose either a self- 
s e r v i c e 
or 
full-service 
drycleaner. The coin-operated, 
do-it-yourself 
method 
requires 
that the consumer assume the 
m ajor 
responsibility 
for 
the 
results. But even if you take 
your drycleanables to a 
full 
service 
cleaners, 
there 
are 
certain 
responsibilities 
which 
you, the consumer must assume 
to achieve the best results. 
T h e 
Purdue 
specialist 
suggests that you take several 
steps to help the cleaner to do 
a good job: 
Have the garments cleaned as 
soon as possible after they are 
soiled or stained. The longer 
you wait, the more difficult it 
is to remove spots or stains, 
especially if the stain has had 
a chance to combine chemically 
with 
the 
fiber, 
finish, 
or 
coloring m aterial 
Mark spots or stains with 
masking tape or on identifying 
label pinned to the garment. 
This identification will help the 
cleaner know which method or 
solvents he must use. 
Be particularly careful to tell 
the cleaner if vou have spilled 
perfume, hair spray, permanent

solutions,

Ford Shows Increase 
General Motors said it has 
12,012 dealer, down 50 from a

Chrysler has 5,466, down 
106; and American Motors now' 
has 1,912, a drop of .33 from last 
year. 
In the Detroit metropolitan 
area, there are 262 franchised 
dealers, down two from a year 
ago. There hasn’t been any sign 
yet that dealers who sell big 
cars are in trouble, says Boyce

In Golan Heights

Syrian 
and 
Israeli 
troops 
battled on the Golan Heights 
front today, 
with both sides 
accusing the other of widening 
the fighting. 
The latest round of combat — 
in its 28th straight day —and 
accsations 
came 
as 
Prime 
Minister Golda 
Meir’s Israeli 
government grappled with calls 
from within for it to either 
resign or be reshuffled as an 
acceptance of responsibility for 
the unpreparedness for the 1973 
Middle East war. 
“The 
enemy 
is

greater pressures and trying to 
intimidate and terrorize us,” 
Syrian President Hafez Assad 
told

rally.

Israelis, he said, escalated the 
conflict over the weekend by 
using warplanes and infantry in 
addition to artillery and tanks.

But the 
measure may never see the 
light of day. tied as it is to the 
belabored bill for public financ­ 
ing of federal election cam­ 
paigns. 
Humphrey said in presenting 
his amendment Friday that it 
was aimed at reducing heavy 
absenteeism in U.S. elections. 
“Thousands of workers give 
up their franchise in despera­ 
tion,” he said, referring to their 
inability to get from factory to 
poll before closing time. 
The amendment would make 
the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, every 
other year beginning in 1976, a 
national holiday coinciding with 
federal general elections. Many 
states already observe election 
day as a holiday.

Prairie Chicken 


Makes Comeback 


PRATT, Kan. (UPI) — The 
prairie chicken, once ¡thought in 
danger of extinction, is coming' 
back. 
The 
Kansas Forestry, Fish 
and 
Game 
Commission 
has 
petitioned the U.S. Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife to 
remove the game bird, from 'the 
threatened species list. 
The 
commission 
said 
the 
bird, which fed many a family 
moving west in covered wa­ 
gons, is thriving well in Kansas 
and several other states of the 
great plains. 
Dick Wettersten, commission 
director, said keeping prarie 
chickens on the threatened list 
might lead to the closing of the 
hunting season during which an 
average of 40,,'000' prairie chick­ 
ens have been taken each year 
for the past decade. 


Private 
contributions 
would

It was not until 'the next 
morning, following Nixon’s an- 
noucement, that the committee

Turnblazer, 52, of Middles- 
boro, Ky., has told the FBI he 
was, at a. meeting in June, 1969, 
at which Boyle said Yablonski, 
a 1969 reform candidate for the 
union 
presidency, 
should 
be 
killed. 
Boyle, 72 and in poor health, 
is 
accused 
by

plot 
to' 
kill 
Yablonski. The UMW reformer, 
his wife and daughter were shot 
to death in Clarksville, Pa., on 
Dec. 31, 1969. 
The 
assassinations 
c a m e 
about, three weeks after Boyle 
defeated Yablonski. In a bitter 
election campaign. 
The state alleged that Turn- 
blazcr and Albert Pass, 54, also 
from 
Middlcsboro, 
met 
with 
Boyle at UMW headquarters in 
Washington, D.C., in June, 1969, 
and 
Boyle 
said 
Yablonski 
“ought to be killed” or “none 
away with.” 
The 
inrictment 
sair 
Pass,

District 19, 
said District 19

Tapping New Energy 
Can we harness solar energy 
to 
heat homes soon? 
Many 
scientists don’t think so. But 
some have already done it. 
T w o 
scientists 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Arizona—Aden 
Meinel and Dean McKenney— 
have built sun-absorbing devices 
to heat their homes. They say 
people living in sunny areas can 
build their own 
solar home 
heaters in half a day for $100. 
The setup worked like a for­ 
ced hot air heating system. Air 
is forced out of the house with 
a fan into a huge bag on the 
ground or roof outside — then 
back inside Rays of the sun 
permeate the walls of the bag, 
and the air inside can zoom 
up 90 degrees hotter than the 
outside temperature. As long as 
the sun. shines. 
Other 
ingenious 
ways 
to 
capture the sun’s heat are being 
explored. Solar farms in the 
Southwest desert—thousands of 
a c r e s 
covered 
with 
sun- 
absorbing surfaces — are now 
being 
suggested, 
as 
possible 
heating sources to help make 
steam for power plants. Also 
under consideration are solar 
stations that would orbit the 
earth, converting the sun’s rays 
to electrical energy and sending 
it back, to' earth by microwaves.,. 
On a more mundane level, 
architects are taking the sun 
more into account. How much 
energy 
buildings 
require 
for 
heating, cooling, and lighting 
can. depend, to a large extent 
of what sun-absorbing metals 
and 
materials 
are 
used 
in 
construction. 
And 
angles 
at 
which buildings are erected can 
h e l p 
prevent— 
or 
aid— 
penetration from the sun. 
.Solar energy is not expected 
to be a substitute for fossil — 
or nuclear-fueled power plants 
in the near future. But it’s 
certain that more efforts will 
be 
made 
to 
tap the 
sun’s 
energy.
